Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative suggested amending claim 1 to include 
the limitations of claims 3 and 17, in order to further define stiffening elements made of metal, and stiffening elements 
that form partition walls between two of the inner chambers, so as to overcome the 102 rejection based on Schock et 
al. ('063). Applicant also pointed out that Nimmrichter's metal elements could not be considered "stiffening" elements, 
because the reference points out that the elements 25 should be kept to a minimum so as to not adversely affect the 
entire profile. The Examiner will provide a translation in order to further verify the function of elements 25. Assuming 
this informal translation is valid, and that the elements 25 somehow weaken the entire profile, the Examiner stated that 
the proposed changes would appear to overcome the Nimmrichter reference. However, it was pointed out that any 
changes to the scope of the claims would not be entered as this case is After Final. If an RCE or equivalent was to be 
filed, an additional search as well as additional review of the cited prior art would be required . 
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
